People can line up starting 
at 1:30 p.m. on Thursday 
and Friday, and at 7 a.m. on 
Saturday and Sunday. No 
overnight, please. 


The perimeter fence will be 
roped to preserve spaces 
for those who line up early. 
Saving space in line for 
others is not allowed. One

Controlled entry 


To control the crowd at the 
gates, patrons will enter the 
site in groups of 25 at one- 
minute intervals and must 
WALK rather than run.

Please be considerate. 

If you must talk during 
performances, please do so 
quietly. 


Talk it out 


Please use friendly 
discussion to sort out any 
boundary disputes or 
other problems with your 
neighbours. 


If all else fails... 


If a polite request doesn’t 
resolve your concern, feel 
free to contact a Liaison 
Security crew member 
(wearing a bright yellow 
vest). You can also seek 
assistance at the Security 
tent, north of the main 
stage along the fence. 


Get a cover for your 
candle 


Thousands of sparkling 
lights at night look 
spectacular, but be careful! 


e Candle covers are 
inexpensive and available 
from the General Store. 
Fire regulations make the 
use of covers for candles 
mandatory. 


e Exercise extreme caution 
with candles. Clothing, 
blankets and tarps are 
highly flammable. 


e Keep your candle in a cup; 
please don’t drip wax on 
the hill.

If you have special needs 
due to a disability, the 
Access crew can answer 
questions, provide you with 
assistance and give you 
information about: 
e a designated listening area 
for people in wheelchairs 


¢ program schedules in

 assistive-listening systems 
for the hard of hearing 


The two-for-one ticket policy 
remains in effect for people 
who require the assistance of 
an aide. 


Wheelchair access 


e Parking is available near 
the main gate for vehicles 
marked with wheelchair 
tags. 


e Access crew volunteers are 
stationed at the main gate, 
Journal Information Tent 
and wheelchair sites. 


¢ People who use 
wheelchairs may listen to 
the main stage artists in a 
designated listening area 
just west of the main stage. 


¢ Power lines on site are 
ramped or rerouted 
to reduce or eliminate 
obstacles and allow 
the free movement of 
wheelchairs. 


e In the event of inclement 
weather, volunteers 
will assist people with 
disabilities off the site or to 
sheltered areas as quickly 
and safely as possible. 


Visually impaired 
If you have a 
visual disability, 
ask for the 
workshop 
schedule in 
Braille or large 
print. 


Hearing 


For festival goers who are 
hard of hearing, there are: 


¢ magnetic induction loops 
at all performance areas 


e loop system receivers for 
those with no hearing 
aid or no T-switch. 
Receivers can be picked 
up and returned at the 
Information Tent. 


The magnetic induction 
loop system consists of an 
antenna placed beneath the 
sod in a 25-square-foot area 
in front of the stage. 


e If you use a hearing aid 
equipped with a T-switch 
(telecoil), simply switch 
your aid to the “T” 
position. 


e Then sit within 12 feet of 
the blue hearing-access 
signs located in the centre 
of each looped area. 


¢ Your hearing aid will act 
as a receiver; no other 
equipment is required. 


If you have any questions 
about hearing access, contact 
Mike Keeping or an Access 
crew volunteer through the 
Information Tent. 


FM receivers and accessories will 
be available at the Information 
Tent. A credit card or driver’s 
licence is required as a deposit.

inspiring their music as 
they take out. They created 
the charity, Global Music 
Exchange, to deal with 

the royalties due to the 
Baka. Many return trips 
have developed trust and 
friendship between them. 
They introduced the guitar 
to the Baka who now 
develop songs around it. A 
large timber-framed Music 
House entirely constructed 
from one giant tree has 
been built in the rainforest 
at the Baka’s request. A 
solar panel, battery and 
digital recording system 
were added in 2004 to 
record their live music. The 
track ‘Kobo’ on The Rhythm 
Tree album was the first song 
to be recorded this way. 


Baka Beyond started a 
dozen years ago as a group 
of English musicians 
emulating the Baka sound, 


but today it is much closer 
to the real thing, with

This reggae-influenced 
genre-mixing trio busted 
out of Kingston — that 
would be the one in Ontario 
— at the start of the century 
with a sound that’s hard to 
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pin down but hard not to 
like. Bedouin Soundclash 
collected the Juno award for 
best new group this year. 


The band got its start when 
university students Eon 
Sinclair and Jay Malinowski 
discovered they both shared 
a love for dub reggae. They 
took it on stage to deliver 
classic reggae numbers 

to their fellow Queen’s 
University students, earning 
top honours in a battle of 
the bands, Jay providing 
raspy vocals, Eon deep 
dubbing bass. Eventually, 
they brought drummer Pat 
Pengelly on board. 


The group’s website 
describes their sound as a 
confluence of all the music 
they grew up listening to: 
“dancehall, world, dub, 
punk, reggae, jungle, two- 
step, everything . . . We 
wanted to make something 
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Linda Ronstadt and Ann Savoy first teamed up 
on the Grammy nominated Evangeline Made. Now 
they are back with Adieu False Heart backed by an 
outstanding band including Joel Savoy, Sam

One quiet autumn night in 
1999, at the famed Celtic 
Colours Festival in Cape 
Breton, a group of young 
musicians got on stage to 
fill time. Impromptu bands 
form like this all the time 
at such festivals. They play a 
set, have a bit of fun but the 
specific lineup is never to be 
seen or heard from again. 


But that October night 
was special and something 


happened between those 
five musicians — something 
indescribable for someone 
who wasn’t onstage with 
them — and they decided to 
become a group. Now, seven 
years later, Beolach, the 
Gaelic word for lively youth, 
is one of the most popular 
and talked about groups out 
of Cape Breton in recent 
years. 


They have played packed 
houses in the UK and got 
many a foot dancing at 
festivals throughout North 
America. Their two discs 
feature an upbeat Celtic 
sound with a contemporary 
dance beat, but a sound that 
is also firmly rooted and 
steeped in tradition. The 
band is driven by fiddler 
Mairi Rankin, who learned 





her instrument from the 
same teacher and play in 
such accord that it often 
sounds like one fiddle. 
Beolach has been described 
as having “a huge sound 
that hits you like a train and 
sounded like summer.” 


The band also features Mac 
Morin on piano; Patrick 
Gillis on guitar and Ryan 
J. MacNeil on pipes and 
whistles. Yes, Beolach is 
definitely a Celtic band, but 
the energy has even earned 
them a comparison to the 


young Rolling Stones — if 
they had been born in Cape 
Breton 30 years ago.

On the title track of his 
most recent album, 2005's 
Whiskey Rabbi, accordion- 
schlepping singer- 
songwriter Geoff Berner 
belts out a pied-piper 
introduction, an opening 
barrage with the power to 
stun talkative crowds into 
silence at club gigs: “You’ve 
all been worshipping a false 
messiah/ I pray to God 
that I got here in time to 
guide ya.” Later in the same 
song, he bust rhymes like, 
“I sure hope she’s gonna be 
sympathetic/ She’s a hot 
little Catholic paramedic.” 
These lyrics, and tracks 
like “Lucky God Damn 
Jew,” showcase Geoff’s 
irreverent cleverness. But 
the Vancouverite also has a 
serious side. Whiskey Rabbi 
features a chilling spoken- 
word version of Palestinian 
poet Mahmoud Darwish’s 
“The Violins,” and on “The 
True Enemy,” he brings 
together Vancouver police 
brutality and the World 
Trade Center attacks in a 
song you could dance to at 
your cousin’s bar mitzvah. 


Evolving from his punk 
and folk roots, Geoff began 
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playing klezmer music long 
before it became cool again. 
Like his trusty accordion, 
klezmer is part of his 
eastern European Jewish 
heritage. Besides, it’s full 

of drinking and sex and 
politics. “That’s my kind 

of tradition,” says Geoff, 
who can also hit you with 
heartbreakingly tender 
songs, strong critiques of 
monocultures, and bang-on 
parenting advice (“never 
underestimate the power of 
sleep deprivation”). 


With the messianic appeal 
of a young Bob Dylan, 
Billy Bragg-style staccato 
storytelling, and the liver 
of a man 10-feet tall, Geoff 
Berner shocks and awes 
audiences. Best of all, he 
inspires.

The Blind Boys of 
Alabama

Carrying the spirit of pure 
gospel music for 67 years, 
the Blind Boys of Alabama 
now add loops, rap and 
blues riffs to their sound. 


The group was formed 

at the Alabama Institute 
for the Negro Blind in 
1939, and for four decades 
played only in the gospel 
circuit. But their career 
path changed in 1983 when 
they went to Broadway 

and appeared in the Obie 
Award-winning Musical, 
The Gospel at Colonus. Two 
soundtrack albums followed, 
and then more albums that 
brought the boys to a much 
wider audience, including 
the Grammy-nominated 
Deep River in 1992. 


In 2001 they recorded 

Spirit of the Century on the 
Real World label, which 
won the Grammy for Best 
Traditional Soul Gospel 
Album. This was followed 
by a second award for Higher 
Ground’ in 2002. That year 
they were also inducted into 
the Gospel Music Hall of 
Fame. 


While remaining gospel 
at the core, the boys have 
delved into the works of a 
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number of great secular 
songwriters, including Tom 
Waits, Curtis Mayfield, 
Stevie Wonder, and on their 
latest album, Atomic Bomb, 
they even do a raw version 
of Norman Greenbaum’s 
“Spirit In the Sky.” And they 
have added contemporary 
soundscapes to their work, 
including loops and even 
the efforts of the rapper 
Gift of Gab.

In the tradition of singer- 
songwriters from the U.S. 
heartlands, Greg Brown 

is a keen observer of our _ 
misdeeds and holds us 
responsible in his prolific 
catalogue of some 20 
albums during the past two 
decades. 


But, Greg, a regular on 
Garrison Keillor’s Prairie 
Home Companion radio 
show, also sings of the small 
moments in life that bring 
out universal humour and 
greater truths about the 
goodness of living and the 
human predicament. His 
songs often give gritty voice 
to the Iowa native’s love of 
the American Midwest and 
sense of place, its unique 
characters and rich history 
of story-telling. The songs 
encourage empathy and 
decry materialism. 


Twice nominated for a 
Grammy, Greg’s music also 
accents devotion to family. 
“America is a lonely place of 
condos and houses. People 
believe if they buy enough 
of this shit, they can be 


happy.” 


Greg divides his time 
between staying on a 222- 
hectare, southeast Iowa 
farm that belonged to his 
grandparents when he was 
growing up, and the Kansas 
City home of his wife, well- 
known singer-songwriter 
Iris DeMent, who will also 
perform at this festival. 


Artists who have covered 
Greg’s songs include

Noam Chomsky, selling a 
song to General Motors for 
a car ad and then giving 
the money to activist groups 
IndyMedia and CorpWatch 
(for use in an anti-General 
Motors campaign), and 

let’s not forget drummer 
Danbert Nobacon dumping 
a bucket of ice water on 
British Deputy Prime 
Minister John Prescott in 
protest at the 1998 Brit 
Awards.

More recently, 
Chumbawamba has done 

a musical about-face, 
following up pop culture- 
mocking WYSIWYG (What 
You See Is What You Get) 
and the decidedly political 
English Rebel Songs with a 
low-key folk album called 
A Singsong and a Scrap 
earlier this year.

Bruce, who has sold more 
than seven million albums 
in his 35-year career, is 

the type of righteous 

artist capable of writing 
anthems like “If I Hada 
Rocket Launcher,” which 

he wrote in the early 1980s 
after witnessing helicopters 
raining bullets on innocent 
peasants at a refuge camp 
just over the Mexican 
border from war-torn 
Guatemala. At the time, 

the idea of singing about 
picking up a weapon so 
“some son of a bitch would 
die” seemed shocking. 

But he was also sensitive 
enough not to play the song 
in America in the months 
following the September 11, 
2001 attacks on the United 
States. 

He’s not blinded by his 
passion, nor oblivious to 

his personal evolution. In 
recent years, he has given us 
heartfelt gems such as “My 
Beat” and “Last Night of the 
World,” on which he sings 
“I’ve seen the flame of hope 
among the hopeless/And 
that was truly the biggest 
heartbreak of all.” Only 
Bruce Cockburn could 
make a line like this, both 
crushing and inspiring. 
With a new album, Life Short 
Call Now, he should find his 
voice at folk fest. LG

Reluctantly hailing from 
the ‘B’ neighbourhood 
of Bramalea, Ontario, 
only recently has Jason 
Collett come to terms with 
the suburbia of his early 
upbringing.

Idols of Exile is a homage 
through the eyes of a 
teenager to the underbelly 
of suburban living: to the 
automobile dependency, 
alcoholism, and adolescent 
rebellion against authority.

The sound is definitely 
reminiscent of his other 
work at the Arts&Crafts 
label, but Jason draws a

“My stuff 
is based around songs and 
the Social Scene is based 
around busting songs wide 
open,” he says. 
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But those Arts&Crafts 
musicians sure know how 
to produce a so-called solo 
album. “I wanted basically 
to have all my friends on 
it,” Jason explains. “That is 
the spirit of how things are 
created in our camp right 
now and I’m smart enough 
to know a renaissance 
when it’s happening.”

Mary Coughlan 
Ireland 


When Mary Coughlan 
released an album of Billie 
Holiday songs in 2000, 
critics and fans alike were 
quick to draw comparisons 
between the singers. 
Behind the work of both 
immensely gifted singers, 
each renowned for their 
distinctive vocal stylings, lie 
painful hardship and battles 
with addiction. 


Mary’s early years were 
hardly the stuff of one 
destined to become a 
musical legend: born in 
1956 in Galway, Ireland, 
she moved to London in 
her late teens, where she 
married and had three 
children. After the birth 
of her third child, she left 
her husband and returned 
to Galway. By chance, in 
1983, she encountered 
Dutch musician and 
producer Erik Visser, who 
encouraged Mary to develop 
her vocal talents. With 

his encouragement, Mary 
recorded her debut album, 
Tired and Emotional. 
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Mary Coughlan 


While juggling the demands 
of three children, Mary saw 
her album go on to become 
a smash success. Suddenly, 
she was a musical celebrity 
in her native Ireland. She 
went on to record an equally 
lauded album, Under the 
Influence in 1987. In a rapid 
flurry of creativity, she 
inaugurated her acting 
career in Neil Jordan’s High 
Spirits in 1988 and, in the 
years that followed, released 
several more albums. 


In the mid-‘90s Mary’s 
battles with alcoholism 
filled Irish tabloids but, by 
the end of the decade, she 
was sober and producing 
recordings that garnered 
high praise from critics for 
their sultry, jazzy-bluesy 
complexity. With the 
release of Mary’s “best-of” 
compilation in 2004, her 
legendary status in Irish 
music is assured. JS

Known for her evocative 
vocal style and gift for 
sparse and poignant 
songwriting, artist Iris 
DeMent was first exposed 
to country, folk and R&B 
as a teenager growing up 
in California. Drawing 
influence from Loretta 
Lynn, Johnny Cash, Bob 
Dylan and Joni Mitchell, 
Iris first began composing 
songs at the age of 25 and 
honing her skills at open- 
mic nights. 


In 1988 she moved to 
Nashville in pursuit of a 
record deal but didn’t make 
her recording debut until 
‘92 when her independent 
label release, Infamous 
Angel, began to create 

a huge buzz. Despite a 
complete lack of support 
from country radio, the 
record’s word-of-mouth 
praise earned her a deal 
with Warner Bros., which 
reissued Infamous Angel 

in ‘93 as well as its follow- 
up, ‘94’s stunning My Life, 
which brought a sweet 
traditional voice to country 
music. 


Her third album, the 
eclectic The Way I Should 
(1996), marked a dramatic 
change, not only in its more 
rock-influenced sound but 
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Iris DeMent 


also in its fiercely political 
subject matter, which 
tackled topics like sexual 
abuse, religion, government 
policy and Vietnam. 


While her own recording 
career was on hiatus in the 
late ‘90s and early 2000s, 
she collaborated with John 
Prine in 1999 on his album 
In Spite of Ourselves, and 
recorded four duets with 
Prine that earned her a 
Grammy nod the following 
year. 


Iris’s most recent CD, Lifeline 
(2005), is her first album 

in eight years and one that 
finds her revisiting the 
church music of her youth. 
Though she has written only 
one song on the album, her 
choices for covers are deeply 
revealing. All deal with

It’s been 16 years since 

the Prince Edward Island 
musician first played for 
crowds at Gallagher Park, 
and he has never failed 

to win over the hearts of 
audiences with his songs 
that capture the struggles 
and triumphs of the human 
condition. 


Lennie, who no doubt draws 
inspiration from having 
day-jobbed as truck driver, 
actor, festival director, 
housepainter, teacher 

and stevedore prior to 
playing music full-time, was 
inducted into the Order 

of Canada in 2003. After 
six albums, and plenty of 
Juno nominations and East 
Coast Music awards, he was 
praised for “his hard hitting 
songs” that “articulate the 
feelings of many caught 

up in desperate situations 
beyond their control, and 
at the same time, celebrate 
the beauty of lifestyle 

and landscape with their 
strong poetry and stirring 
narratives.” 


This May, Lennie donned 

a flak jacket and travelled 
to Afghanistan, where he 
brought the Canadian 
imagery of his songs for 
homesick troops and talked 
to many local people.

His albums have sold 
millions, including one that 
is the all-time top seller in 
Ireland, the home of U2.

Sarah’s 
latest disc, /’m A Mountain, 
which includes the Parton 
song, is an acoustic, 
bluegrass-heavy collection 
that showcases her rich alto 
and superb songwriting. 


Gordon Downie told Exclaim 
magazine it was obvious how 


talented Sarah was when 

he met her 20 years ago. “I 
had nothing to teach her, 
let’s put it that way,” Downie 
said. 


Though she began her 
musical career in rock ‘n’ 
roll fronting a band called 
Weeping Tile, the band 
broke up in 1998, nudging 
Sarah somewhat reluctantly 
into a solo career. She 
dulled her hard edge with 
Songs for Clem, which was 
recorded initially as a gift 
for her father. It features 
standards such as “Stormy 
Weather,” “Sentimental 
Journey,” and a fervent 
rendition of Nanci Griffith’s 
“Trouble in the Fields.” She 
followed up Clem with a 
pair of critically-acclaimed 
albums: You Were Here 
—dubbed “debut of the 
year” by Time—and 2004’s 
Juno-award winning All of 
Our Names. 


Since then, Sarah has 
toured the globe, appeared 
on Letterman, championed 
various causes including 
Canada’s boreal forest and 
the threatened Niagara 


Escarpment in southern 
Ontario, and recorded J’m 
A Mountain. No Depression 
called the disc, “consistently 


engaging and ageless,” while 


other critics compare her 
to Emmylou Harris. She 
deserves that honour and 
more.

bigger audiences they long 
deserved. 


Brothers Sherman (bass) 
and Wendell (guitars, 
keyboards) Holmes 

fell under the spell of 
traditional Baptist hymns, 
anthems and spirituals 

as kids in Christchurch, 
Virginia. They also heard 
— and felt — the blues, 
prompting them to form 
the Sevilles in 1963. They 
toured and played the bar 
circuit until 1979, when 
drummer Popsy Dixon 
signed on and The Holmes 
Brothers were formed. 


With their blues-gospel 
base and stunning three- 
part harmonies, the band 
became an under-the- 
radar hit in New York City 
before making the jump to 
national and international 
stages in the 1990s. Their 
sound is “deeply soulful, 
uplifting and timeless,” 

says the New York Times. 
Better yet, the London Times 
reverently declares that 
“their rhythms take over 
your body while their voices 
go straight for your heart.” DR

Wherever Eileen Ivers 

and Immigrant Soul play, 
superlatives fall from the 
open mouths of spectators. 
A “sensational” and 
“peerless” virtuoso, the New 
York Times has called Eileen 
“the Jimi Hendrix of the 
violin.” 


Perhaps higher praise, 
however, is how their 
energized fusion of 
traditional Irish melodies, 
jazz, bluegrass, and African 
percussion enraptures sit- 
down audiences. First, the 
fans clap their hands in 
time, then they get up and 
dance. 


The daughter of Irish 
immigrants, Eileen grew up 
in the Bronx of New York 
City, and was immersed in 
the tradition of Irish music 
from the age of eight. She is 
also living proof that math 
and music go together — she 
was doing postgraduate 
studies in mathematics 
while pursuing her musical 
career. 


Since then, she has 
assembled an impressive 
resume of musical awards 
and affiliations. She was 
nine-times all-Ireland fiddle 
champion; she has guested 
with symphony orchestras; 
she was a founding 


member of Cherish the 
Ladies and has performed 
with everyone from the 
Chieftains to Hall and 
Oates to Al Di Meola. Her 
recording credits include 
over 80 contemporary and 
traditional albums and 
numerous movie scores. 


She is viewed as being one 
of the few fiddlers who strive 
to interpret the tradition of 
Celtic music within a wholly 
contemporary context. 


The Immigrant Soul that 
will perform with Eileen is 
composed of an illustrious 
batch of musicians from 
both sides of the Atlantic. 
Tommy McDonnell (lead 
vocals, harmonica, and 
percussion), Isaac Alderson 
(Uilleann pipes, flutes, and 
whistles), Greg Anderson 
(electric guitar), Leonard 
Traversa (vocals) and 
Gregory Jones (acoustic 
and electric bass) will thrill 
folk festival goers.

He decided to 
switch career paths, and 
returned to Canada to 
attend music college in 
2000, eventually settling in 
Edmonton.. 


He released his debut 
album, Taraba: To Sing 
Poetry, in 2005. Many of his 
songs have no choruses, 
and are more like poems 
set to music. As laid back 
as this album is, it quickly 
commanded attention, and 
was the CD of the week 

on CKUA, as well as being 
nominated as one of the 
Andy Donnelly’s Celtic Show 
top 10 albums for 2005.

K’Naan’s The Dusty Foot 
Philosopher is the disc you 
give to a friend who claims 
to hate hip hop, says 

CBC arts writer Matthew 
McKinnon. “Then dare 
them to resist its charms.” 


Born in Somalia, K’Naan 
Warsame, who released 
his debut recording last 
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K'Naan 


year, has taken hip hop to 

a new level by fusing his 
childhood experiences in 
an African war zone with an 
impeccable and infectious 
rap styling. While he sounds 
like Eminem at times, their 
lyrics diverge. Where most 
rappers sing about money, 
sex and street fights, K Naan 
raps about growing up in 
bloody Mogadishu — about 
hunger, culture and 
schoolboys shot by warlords. 
That message of African 


struggle is clear but so are 
the tasty beats—modern 
hip-hop and traditional 
African, sometimes richly 
combined. 


The disc earned him instant 
recognition in his adopted 
hometown of Toronto and a 
spot in Bob Geldof’s Live 8 
concert last year. 


But the name K’ Naan was 
notorious even before that. 
In 2001, he was invited to 
perform in Geneva at the 
50" anniversary of the 

UN’s refugee convention: 
He rapped a poem critical 
of the UN’s botched 
mission in Somalia and 
received a standing ovation. 
Senegalese musician 
Youssou N’ Dour, who 

was in the audience, was 

so impressed he invited 

K’ Naan to contribute to an 
album of musicians living in 
exile and took him on tours 
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around the world. 


K’ Naan has since 
participated in other UN 
events concerning Africa. 
He’s not about the bling 

— the jewelry and showy style 
of some rap artists. He’s got 
heart and conscience, and 
rhymes that could make a 
difference. LG

and recording a song with 
say, three guitars instead 
of one, or changing the 
instruments or a part? It 
seems to me like it’s the 
most natural thing in the 
world for someone making 
music.” 


With his deep, captivating 
voice and penchant 

for blending historical 
narrative with emotional 
insight, James is a true folk 
craftsman. His music pulls 
you in, and it’s difficult 
not to get enveloped in the 
layers he weaves together. 


His subject matter ranges 
from the history of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, 
the Second World War 

and the rebellions of the 
Louis Riel era to stories 
about ordinary people 
doing extraordinary things. 
That’s kind of what he’s

been doing all these years 

- travelling the international 
folk circuit while keeping 
that space inside reserved 
for the place to which one 
inevitably returns.

When Salif Keita decided 
to become a musician, there 
were storms of protest and 
he was eventually expelled 
from school. 


Not the typical reaction 
when someone makes such a 
choice, but Salif Keita wasn’t 
a typical kid. Not only was 
he an albino, suspected of 
having evil powers, but he 
also had a powerful and 
unique singing voice. 


However, as a member 

of the Mali Royal Family, 

a direct descendant 

of Sundiata Keita, the 
Mandinka warrior king 
who founded the Malian 
empire in the 13th century, 
becoming a musician was 

a break from tradition. 

But Salif persevered and 
pursued his passion, 
eventually becoming a 
member of the famous 
Rail Band and then later 
founding one of the greatest 
groups in Malian history, 
Les Ambassadeurs. 


But again, he broke with 
tradition and instead of 
continuing with a group at 
the height of its power and 
popularity, he dissolved 
the group and went solo. 
The gamble paid off and 
Salif Keita, now called the 
“golden voice of Africa”, is 
one of world music’s most 
central and influential 
artists. 


Salif’s music blends 
together the traditional 


griot music of his Malian 
childhood with other West 
African, Latin and Islamic 
influences. “If you wanna 
call everybody, one thing 
you have to do is to call 
them with music,” he once 
said. “To tell you the truth, 
music is everybody’s name. 
If it comes from your heart, 
people will love it because 
everyone has a heart too. It’s 
from one heart to another 
heart.” 


Salif splits his time between 
Paris and Mali, where he 
recently opened a studio to 
support and record local 
artists. WA

Paul Kelly 

Australia 

The Australian singer- 
songwriter Paul Kelly has 
not yet made a huge splash 
on this side of the world, 
but those who see him 

at folk fest this weekend 
are unlikely to forget his 
performance. 


At home he is revered as a 
national resource, in the 
same way that an artist like 
Leonard Cohen would be 
regarded in Canada. It is 
not by accident that two of 
his songs were chosen for 
the closing ceremonies of 
this year’s Commonwealth 
Games in Melbourne. 
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Discorder, the west coast 
magazine, compares him 

to Bruce Springsteen and 
bemoans the fact that Paul 
“... has been criminally 
overlooked outside his home 
country.” 


His work covers many facets 
of life, and he is known to 
be political in Australia, 
which these days resembles 
George W. Bush’s America 
politically. Last year he 
rushed to his website a 
song called “Womera” 
which describes the plight 
of refugees in Australia, 
because he felt so strongly 
about the issue. 


Paul has also written many 
love songs, but they are 
anything but silly. One of 
his more recent albums, 
Ways and Means, looks at 
love in 19 different ways, 
from the spiritual rapture to 
the physical side of love. 
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“I want to write songs that 
don’t get used up in the first 
couple of listens, that keep 
revealing things,” he says. 
“As with every songwriter, I 
think, my staple song is the 
love song. Happy love songs 
are much harder to write 
than the sad ones. More 
and more as I’ve gone on, 
they’re the songs I want to 
write. To me as a songwriter, 
that’s a challenge: to write 
happy love songs without 
being banal, sentimental or 
smug.” 


He has also written his 
songs in numerous musical 
media, from reggae to 
bluegrass, the style featured 
on his latest album, Foggy 
Highway. MS

Lagbaja 

Nigeria 

When Lagbaja takes to the 
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main stage backed by his 
big band, the first thing that 
will be running through the 
minds of folks on the hill is: 
“Why the mask?” 


The mask is no affectation, 
but central to the concept 
of this Nigerian artist. The 
mask is an icon of man’s 
facelessness, and Lagbaja 

is the Yoruba word that 
means, at the same time, 
somebody, nobody, anybody 
and everybody. The mask 
and the name symbolize the 
nameless and the voiceless, 
particularly of Africa, and 
seeing this performer will 
remind us of our own 
facelessness. 


The music of Lagbaja is 
centred around percussion 
— with a large ensemble 

of drummers beating out 
complex polyrhythms on 
four different families of 


drums, with vocalists and 
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Lagbaja 
western instrumentalists, 
especially saxophone 
players, completing the 
sound. 


Lagbaja’s unique 
combination of traditional 
Yoruba music, jazz and funk 
has been recorded since 
1993. The sound has been 
called everything from 
Afrojazz to higherlife, but 
Lagbaja calls it Africano, 
recognizing the central role 
of the percussion. 


While some of the music 

is instrumental, the songs 
with lyrics are sung in both 
Yoruba and English, and the 
combination of the two as 
is commonly heard on the 
teeming streets of Nigerian 
cities. Some of the songs 
are just fun, some address 
serious social issues facing 
Africa, and much of it will 
induce you to dance. MS

Mary Jane Lamond 
Nova Scotia 


Mary Jane Lamond 
occupies a strange space in 
Canada’s musical landscape. 
Although people might 

not recognize her name, 
many casual Celtic fans are 
no doubt familiar with the 
captivating Gaelic vocals she 
lent to Ashley MaclIsaac’s 
trance-dance hit “Sleepy 
Maggie.” But that was a 
decade ago, and since then 
Mary Jane has diligently 






gone about carving her own 
musical niche. 


After touring with 
Maclsaac’s Kitchen Devils, 
Mary Jane released Suas e! 
in 1997, a disc of traditional 
Gaelic-language songs with 
contemporary arrangements 
and instrumentation. She 
followed up with Lan Duil, 
another collection of tracks 
sung entirely in a tongue 
that seems to oscillate 
between Hebrew, German, 
Inuktitut and several Asian 
languages, giving Mary Jane 
what amounts to her own 
private playground for sonic 
experimentation. 


Two albums later, she 
continues to mine her Cape 
Breton heritage, insisting 
that beyond the singer and 
the sound, it’s the stories 
that matter. 


“There is a huge oral 
literary tradition that is 
being lost at an alarming 
rate,” says the one-time 
student in Saint Francis 
Xavier University’s Celtic 
Studies program, who 
incorporates instruments as 
diverse as traditional East 
Coast fiddle and Indian 
tabla into her music. “I am 
involved with community 
things that help conserve 

it for younger people. But 
I’m also an interpreter, a 
singer and musician, and in 
my music the challenge is to 
create something new and 
exciting that doesn’t destroy

the heart of it.” 


In other words, she’s got one 
foot on land and the other 
in the bow as the boat leaves 
the shore — but she hasn’t 
lost her balance yet.

Bettye LaVette 


Bettye LaVette 
United States 


Legendary soul sister 
Bettye LaVette didn’t 
begin like most of her 
peers by singing praises to 
the Lord. She always sang 
the blues. Recording her 
first record when she was 
a teenager in the 1960s, 
Bettye soon found herself 
touring with Otis Redding 
and James Brown. Tours 
led to nightclub gigs, a 
starring role on Broadway 
and a brief sidestep into 
disco with, “Doin’ the Best 
That I Can,” which is now 
considered a classic. 


In 1982, she signed with 
Motown and recorded 

the critically acclaimed 

Tell Me a Lie, a record she 
promoted on Soul Train. 
While the gods smiled on 
contemporaries like Aretha 
Franklin and Tina Turner, 
Bettye kept touring and 
recording in North America 
and Europe where her 
reputation began to swell. 


In 2001, she flew to Holland 
to record a live album, Let 
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Me Down Easy—In Concert. 
The critics loved it. “Let Me 
Down Easy - In Concert is 
torturous soul at its most 
raw and almost frightening 
in its intensity,” wrote Ray 
Ellis in Juke Blues magazine. 
Her 2003 album, A Woman 
Like Me, earned blues 


comeback album of the year 


by The Blues Foundation in 
Memphis. 


Her latest disc, I’ve Got My 
Own Hell to Raise, produced 
by Joe Henry, is a collection 
of covers by female artists 
such as Dolly Parton, 
Sinead O’Connor and Joan 
Armatrading. “Every low 
moan is a feast of shifting 
nuances, every throaty wail 
a transcendent release that 


is always affecting and never 


affected,” wrote the New

One of the most surprising 
things about the duo 

of Erynn Marshall and

Yes, you've read that 
correctly. Originally from 
Victoria, Erynn found 
herself at the centre of 
the TO scene, carving out 
a niche as an innovative 
and expressive fiddler in 
the old time style, while 
working on her MA thesis 
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Erynn Marshall and Chris Coole 


in Ethnomusicology. 

Her thesis: “Music in 

the Air Somewhere: The 
Shifting Borders of West 
Virginia’s Fiddle and Song 
Traditions,” was published 
by the West Virginia 
University Press. 


For years, Chris Coole 

was a legendary busker, a 
brilliant banjo player who 
would think nothing of 
playing for seven hours or 
more at a subway station. 
He has been a finalist 

in several banjo contests 
such as the Appalachian 
Stringband Festival and the 
West Virginia State Folk 
Festival. Apart from his own 
recordings he can also be 
heard as a sideman on over 
30 CDs by Canadian artists 
such as Sylvia Tyson, Ron 
Hynes, Jenny Whitely and 
April Verch. He’s also the 
lead singer and guitarist 
for one of Toronto’s most 
popular bluegrass groups, 
the Foggy Hogtown Boys. 


And while their musical 
partnership is relatively 
recent, Erynn and Chris 
have already made a major

McDade (“virtuosic 
multi-instrumentalist” 

on whistles, sax, flute, 

and others).

guitar), both of whom hail 
from Montréal. 


All of the McDades have 
been performing since 
childhood on folk festival 
and classical stages, and 
have worked with many 
other artists. 


Shannon recorded the Juno- 
nominated album Victory 
Train with Bill Bourne 

and has also earned a 
reputation as a producer for 
artists such as Maria Dunn. 
Various McDades have also 
appeared in the recordings 
of other Edmonton-based 
luminaries such as Kerri 
Lynn, Mike Plume, Luann 
Kowalek and Captain 
Tractor. 


Since childhood the siblings 
have always worked well 
together (their dad, Terry is 
a renowned Celtic harpist). 
Their music has Celtic roots, 
but they are not afraid to 
incorporate jazzy rhythms, 
Quebecois call-and- 
response, Indian drums, 
and Persian dulcimers in 


their renditions of classic 
melodies. It should come .

Ontario 


With her exquisite guitar 
work and clear vocals, 
Ottawa-area artist Lynn 
Miles has been compared 
to Shawn Colvin, Lucinda 
Williams and Joni 
Mitchell. Considered by 
some critics as one of the 
best songwriters of her 
generation, she has a gift 
for penning a sharply 
written image and a quick 
metaphor while packaging 
itin her own contemporary 
language and style. 


Her first label release, 
Slightly Haunted. was one of 
the best-received records 

of 1996, while her follow- 
up CD, Night in a Strange 
Town (1998), saw her 

evolve further as a vocalist, 
songwriter and performer. 
Her next effort was the 
Juno award-winning Unravel 
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(2001), which has been 
described as “brilliant and 
beautiful with a plaintive 
singing style and tuneful 
stories about heartache, 
longing and fulfilliment.” 


Canadian folk-music icon 
Valdy once said: “I’m sorry 
for all the heartache she has 
to go through in order to 
get those juices going, but, 
yeah, she’s marvellous.” The 
New York Times summed 
up her music best when it 
wrote, “Lynn Miles makes 
being forlorn sound like a 
state of grace.” 


The latest album, Love 

Sweet Love (2005,) again 
sees Lynn teaming up with 
producer and guitarist Ian 
Lefeuvre, but unlike their 
previous collaboration, 
Unravel, which was viewed as 
a “pretty bleak and barren 
affair,” the mood of the new 
disc is in contrast bright and 
optimistic. 


A reviewer called Love Sweet 
Love a collection of road 
songs “on the map of the 
human heart,” the 11 tracks 
explore the relationships 
between love, joy, longing, 
loss, despair, emptiness, 
reconciliation and 
redemption. “I like the light 
in Love Sweet Love,” she says.

When the first family of 
funk takes to the stage this 
weekend, there isn’t likely to 
be anyone on the hill who 
is not affected in the head, 
heart or feet. 


Together and in different 
projects, The Neville 
Brothers have created and 
preserved much of the great 
heritage that could have 
come from nowhere else 
but New Orleans, and are 
living testament to the fact 
that the flood-ravaged city 
deserves to be saved, no 
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matter what the cost. 


The brothers have been 
touring together since 
1976 after making the 
mutual discovery during 

a recording session that 
there is nothin’ like family 
for making music. But the 
contributions to music of 
some of the brothers go 
much further back. 


The oldest brother Art 

was a big part of the R&B 
scene right at the time of its 
birth in the 1950s, putting 
out hits like “Mardi Gras 
Mambo” and “Cha-Dooky 
Do.” In the “60s he was a 
founding member of the 
Meters, which took funk 

to a new level and that 
band has recently reunited. 
Aaron’s vibrato-rich 

tenor became recognized 
worldwide with his huge hit, 
“Tell it Like It Is,” and over 
the years he has won a total

of four Grammy awards. 
The Neville Brothers have 
released a dozen albums, plus 
numerous live recordings and 
compilations. 


Like hundreds of thousands 
of other residents of the Big 
Easy, Hurricane Katrina 
deeply affected the Nevilles.

Karine Polwart has studied 
philosophy; worked to stop 
domestic violence; drawn 
detailed soft pencil pictures 
of Bono; memorized all the 
stats and symptoms in the 
Infectious Diseases section 
of Pears Encyclopedia and 
taped her grandfather 
snoring. 


And, yes, she has written 

a wide-ranging catalogue 
of songs about everything 
from 20" century genocide, 
sex-trafficking to lovelorn 
musings of home gas 
installations and the beauty 
of the night sky. “You 

can’t weld a body when it’s 
broken,” she sings. With a 
voice slightly reminiscent of 
June Tabor’s, her traditional 
influences are close to 

the surface, but so is the 
influence of everyone from 
Debbie Harry to Bono and 
this modern troubling 
world. 


Born and raised in Scotland, 
with a year in Canada as a 
young exchange student, 
Karine wanted to study 
music but as her biography 


states: “I was too good at 
much more important 
things. So I learned about 
differential equations and 
the Weimar Republic and 
got a wee bit fat.” She later 
went on to receive a masters 
degree in philosophy and 
even acted as a philosophy 
tutor for a primary school. 
She still admits to receiving 
a massive buzz asking 
eight-year-olds to describe 
nothing. 


Even so, Karine stayed 
connected to music, singing 
for various groups in seniors 
homes, community centres, 
local pubs, and later 
working with traditional 
Scottish groups Battlefield 
Band and Malinky. Her 
debut solo album, Scribbled 
In Chalk, was a critical 
success, winning best 
album, best original song 
and best emerging artist

In the intervening 31 
years he has collaborated 
with ensembles such as the 
New York Philharmonic and 
the Philadelphia Orchestra 
and founded Opening Day 
Records in 1993. 


Chas Elliott has been the 
principle bassist with many 
orchestras, and joined the 
Toronto Symphony in 1989. 
After nearly 20 years he has 
returned to the electric bass 
as a Porker. 


Keyboardist Richard Bell 
fills out this band. He 
began his music career in 
the 1960s and has worked 
with such greats as Janis 
Joplin, The Band, Bob 
Dylan, Bruce Cockburn and 
Bonnie Raitt.

Steve Riley and the 
Mamou Playboys 
United States 

Like displaced peoples 
around the world, the 
Acadians-turned-Cajuns of 
Louisiana have battled to 
retain their cultural identity. 
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Steve Riley and the Mamou Playboys 


In a sea of hegemonic 
conformity, they hold tight 
to their French-derived 
language, their strong sense 
of family and their deeply- 
instilled need to make life, 
well, fun. Which is where 
Cajun music comes into the 
picture. 


Steve Riley and the Mamou 
Playboys are among the 
finest artists and performers 
in the Cajun genre, a 
hodgepodge of Creole, 
zydeco and swamp-pop 
styles. Steve grew up in the 
Louisiana flatland town of 
Mamou, billed as the “the 
Cajun music capital of the 
world,” and began playing 
the accordion at a young 
age. 

At 15, he caught the ear 

of Cajun star Dewey Balfa, 
who took young Steve 
under his wing. Then, in 
1988, with a fellow Balfa 
apprentice, fiddler David 
Greely, Riley formed the 
Mamou Playboys. Ten studio 
albums later, they've earned 
both local adoration and 
international acclaim for 
their ability to jump from 
traditional Cajun numbers 
to unique originals that 
sound like classics strained 
through a distinctly 21" 
century filter. 


“The quintet has matured 





into one of the finest Cajun 
bands in history,” the 
Washington Post raved about 
the release of their most 
recent album, Dominos. “The 
sound echoes an earlier 
era, but the harmonies 
and improvisations betray 
modern ambitions and the 
dance rhythms are often 
pushed along by electric 
bass and drums.” DR

Rodigo y Gabriela 


Mexico 


Listening to Rodigo y 
Gabriela’s wild acoustic 
guitar playing that some 
describe as a fusion of jazz, 
flamenco, and rock, you'd 
think that the duo has come 
a long way from their days 
in Terra Acida, a Mexican 
thrash metal band. That is, 
until they start up a number 
that is strangely reminiscent 
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of ... could it be...Metallica? 


For the record, it’s not 
actually flamenco. The 
former Mexico City hard 
rockers prefer their music 
be called “acoustic-folk-rock- 
metal,” but that’s provided 
you can slow down their 
fingers for long enough to 
paste a label on. 


Wanderlust and frustration 
with the insularity of 
Mexico’s domestic music 
scene compelled Rodigo 
and Gabriela to leave their 
native country for Europe 
in the 1990s. After brief 
stays in Denmark and Spain, 
they settled in Ireland, 
where they perfected 

their freewheeling, genre- 
bending style. 


Now residents of Dublin, 
Ireland, their latest album, 
Rodigo y Gabriela, went into 
the Irish charts at number 
one, the first time ever for 
an instrumental album. 
Recent tours through 
Europe have widened their 
fan base even further, to 
the point where they filled 
arenas while touring with 
David Gray. 


The Guardian of London 
proclaims that Gabriela and 
Rodigo “deserve to be the 
next guitar heroes.” Perhaps 
in Edmonton, in addition 

to impressing the diehard 
folkies, they will win over 
some heavy metal hearts 

to the wonders of acoustic 
guitar.

Linda Ronstadt 
United States 


Linda Ronstadt, one of the 
most famous voices since the 
‘60s, is a chameleon who has 
followed her own passions. 
A 10-time Grammy-winning 
interpreter of other people’s 
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Linda Ronstadt 


songs, she has been a 
country music star, a folk 
singer, rock icon, Hispanic 
musician and big band 
singer. She has sold 60 
million albums worldwide 
and has dozens of gold and 
platinum records in diverse 
genres. 


That seed was planted at 
an early age as Linda grew 
up in Arizona listening 

to her father’s mariachi 
music, her mother’s 
collection of Broadway 
standards, and her sister’s 
Elvis Presley albums. Her 
latest release is Adieu False 
Heart, a collaboration with 
Ann Savoy, a Cajun music 
artist and scholar. Savoy is 
expected to join Linda on 
stage for her performance 
here. 


Linda and Ann share the 
vocal work on the album’s 
first single “Walk Away 
Renee,” originally a big hit 
for The Left Banke in 1966. 
Linda also takes on “King 
of Bohemia” by Richard 
Thompson. In an interview 
with Rolling Stone magazine 
after she recorded a recent 
30-year retrospective of 
her songs, Linda said Heart 
Like A Wheel, written by the 
McGarrigle Sisters, is the 
one song that has had the 
strongest effect on her out 
of her entire catalogue. 


“ “Heart Like A Wheel’ is 


one that I just have never 
gotten over,” she says. “I 

was just knocked out by 

it.” Outspoken politically, 
Linda, who dated California 
governor Jerry Brown in the 
1970s, recently came face- 
to-face with U.S. intolerance 
after half the audience 
walked out of her show at 

a Las Vegas casino after 

she dedicated Desperado to 
Michael Moore. She was 
banned from the casino. RH 


Peter Rowan 
United States 


Late in his life, Bill Monroe, 
the father of bluegrass, 

said to Peter Rowan: “You 
can try to get away from 
bluegrass, Pete, but it will 
always call you back.” 


No words ever more 
accurately described the 
four-decade career of Peter 
Rowan. He discovered 
bluegrass at an early age, 
and reached the heights 

of the music in his 20s by 
becoming the guitar player 
and backup singer for 
Monroe’s Bluegrass Boys. 


After a couple of years, 
other musical sirens called 
Peter’s name. He teamed 
up with mandolin wizard 
David Grisman to form 
Earth Opera, a psychedelic 
band that defined the 
Boston sound at the time. 
That association with 
Grisman kept leading him 
back to bluegrass. After a 
stint with Sea Train, whose 
album was produced by the 
legendary George Martin, 
known as the “fifth Beatle,” 
he joined Old and In the 
Way with Grisman and Jerry 
Garcia. The 1970s also saw 
the amazing Muleskinner 
sessions featuring Grisman 
and the great flatpicker, 
Clarence White. 





Peter Rowan 


Since then Peter has teamed 
up with his siblings to form 
the Rowan Brothers, he has 
played Tex-Mex music with 
Flaco Jiminez, and even 
dabbled in reggae. 


Monroe would say that all 
that other stuff “ain’t no 
part of nothing,” and Peter 
has always kept returning 
to bluegrass, whether with 
the likes of Tony Rice, Jerry 
Douglas or back with his 
brothers. Over the years 

he has become known for 
many of his songs including 
“Panama Red” and “The 
Free Mexican Air Force,” 
some of which are far from 
bluegrass. 


But Peter’s rich tenor fits 
bluegrass like morning 
mist over the Blue Ridge 
Mountains, and as the 
old master said, he keeps 
answering the call. Ms

The legendary Ricky Skaggs 
must love Edmonton as he 

is performing at our festival 
for the second time in three 
years. 


The last time he played 
here, Ricky and his band 
totally blew the main stage 
crowd away, even those 
people who don’t normally 
listen to bluegrass. 


Driven by Ricky’s hard- 
driving mandolin, this all- 
star cast of pickers, put out 
an incredible level of energy 
while remaining true to the 
bluegrass tradition. 


Ricky’s great prowess on 

a number of instruments 
from an early age resulted 
in invitations to join some 
of the top bluegrass bands, 
including the legendary 
Ralph Stanley and the 
Clinch Mountain Boys. In 
his early years he also played 
with J.D. Crowe and the 
New South, Boone Creek 
and Emmylou Harris's Hot 
Band. 


By the early 1980s he 
was putting out his own 
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Ricky Skaggs 


records, putting some 

soul and authenticity back 
into country music. Chet 
Atkins, one of the great 
country guitarists of all 
time, remarked that Ricky 
saved country music from 
mediocrity by injecting a 
blend of traditionalism and 
energy. 


In the late ‘90s Ricky started 
his own record labels which 
have become home not only 
to his own music, but also to 
other bluegrass greats such 
as Del McCoury and the 
Whites. 


Over the years Ricky has 
won six Grammy Awards 

in bluegrass, country and 
gospel categories, as well 

as numerous other awards 
in the country music and 
bluegass worlds. His main 
stage set will no doubt once 
again prove Ricky’s favourite 
saying that “Country rocks 
but bluegrass rules.” Ms

Solas 
Ireland/ United States 


The ethos of Solas is that, 
in mastering a musical 
tradition, one becomes 
capable of transcending 
musical category. As a five- 
person band that works 
within the tradition of Irish 
music, Solas has recently 


started exploring how 
this tradition reflects on 
contemporary music. 


Their fifth album, released 
this year, The Edge of Silence, 
deliberately eschews the 
one-track-wonder mentality 
of contemporary pop 
music. Instead, Solas has 
created a moody album 
that is best savoured as a 
whole.

Southern Routes is a 
marriage of two distinct 
strands of southern 

music from two different 
landscapes — the hills and 
hollows of Appalachia and 
the flat bayou country of 
Louisiana. 


The Dirk Powell Band and 
Balfa Toujours have created 
a special collaboration to 
bring these two distinct 

but related forms of music 
together. It’s not like they’re 
strangers — Christine Balfa 
is married to Dirk Powell. 


Both sides of this marriage 
have long musical 
pedigrees that go back 
many generations in their 
respective domains. 


Christine’s family 
connections to Louisiana 
go back to the early 1800s.

He is 
the quintessential multi- 
instrumentalist, being 
master of fiddle, accordion, 
banjo and guitar, and he 
learned most of them from 
his grandfather in the hills 
of Kentucky. He has played 
with everyone from Sting to 
Ralph Stanley, and Loretta 
Lynn says he plays fiddle the 
way it should be played. 


His work has appeared on 
movie soundtracks ranging 
from Cold Mountain to Spike 
Lee’s Bamboozled, as well as 
numerous documentaries.

Over the past eight years 





Mark Sterling has become 
The Man for acoustic blues 
in Edmonton, but his profile 
is stretching much further. 


In 1994, the Sherwood Park 
native received his first taste 
of national recognition 
when he joined the 
Toronto pop vocal group 
Hemingway Corner. For 
three years, he sang, played 
guitar, and contributed 
several songs to the band’s 
second album, 1995’s, 
Under The Big Sky. “We had 
fun and we loved singing 
three-part harmonies,” says 
Sterling, “but I wanted to 
make my own record.” 


After moving back 

to Edmonton he was 
determined to find his own 
voice within the acoustic 
blues genre, and soon 
released his acclaimed, 
self-titled debut and his 
second independent CD 
The Well (1999). With a 
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Mark Sterling 
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strong combination of 
country blues fingerpicking, 
harmonica blowing and 
convincing vocals, Mark 
quickly became a force in 
Alberta. 


Last year’s wildly successful 
Alberta Scene centennial 
showcase was just one of 
many projects for Mark, 
who enjoyed a busy 2005. 
He spent many months 
performing at blues 
festivals, co-produced a 
record in October, is in the 
process of finishing another 
one, and is working on his 
own next blues-influenced 
album, for which he wrote 
all the music. 


Mark has also been the 
leader of a blues project 
called “Come On in My 
Kitchen,” which has been 
touring extensively around 
the West with a revolving 
cast of some of Canada’s 
best blues musicians. Steve

The album reached gold- 
record status and also 
brought Susan her first 
Grammy nomination for 
best new artist. 


Widely praised for her fiery 
guitar work, the graduate 

of Boston’s Berklee College 
of Music, snagged a second 
Grammy nomination for her 
2002 followup release, Wait 


for Me. 


Her latest recording 

Hope and Desire, is quite 

a departure for the free- 
wheeling singer-songwriter. 
Released in late 2005, Susan 


puts her own soulful stamp 
on a diverse collection

inquiry.” Teddy tells the 
interviewer that, for him, 
the dozen songs also show 
“a lot of self-loathing.” 


In light of that, some 
reviewers say he possesses 
the richness of his mother’s 
voice and has also absorbed 
his father’s pessimism about 
human nature. A couple 
tracks carry the titles “Sorry 
to See Me Go” and “I Wish 
It Was Over.” 


Born on a commune in 
London, Teddy eventually 
moved to Los Angeles and 
developed a cult following 
as a solo act. 


Separate Ways is kind of 

a family affair. Teddy 
performs a duet with 

his mother of an Everly 
Brothers song, which is a 
hidden track. His father’s 
recognizable guitar twang 
is also prominent on the 
album. The record also 
features a contribution 
from Garth Hudson, the 
legendary keyboardist for 
The Band. The Sunday Times 
says: “Thompson’s songs, 
and the heartbreaking 
catch-in-the-voice way he 
sings them, sound as if 
they've been drawn from 
far deeper and more hidden 
places than he claims.”

participation.” 


That direction came 

with the formation of the 
Cultural Heritage Choir, 
which currently includes 
Rhonda Benin, Elouise 
Burrell, Melanie DeMore, 
Dawn Pemberton and 
Simon Monserrat. 


Individually, members 

of the choir come from 
extensive performing 
backgrounds, each with 
a slightly different timbre 
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and vocal style. It is their 
vocal diversity and powerful

Nicholas Boulerice (piano, 
hurdy-gurdy, vocals) moved 
from his piano to the 
ancient instrument known 
as the hurdy-gurdy, which 





he studied in Ireland and 
France. He now both plays 
and builds that instrument 
and is also a gifted vocalist. 


Olivier Demers (fiddle, 


guitar, vocals) is a classically 


trained violinist and has 
sung in the choir of Notre 
Dame Basilica in Montreal. 
In 2001 he joined Nicholas 
to produce a duo recording, 
which was the genesis of Le 
Vent du Nord. 


Benoit Bourque (dance, . 
accordion, bones & 
spoons, guitar, mandolin, 
vocals) has been charming 
audiences for over 20 

years. A multi-talented 
instrumentalist, he is also a 
choreographer and teacher 
in great demand at folk 
festivals and music camps at 
home and abroad. 


Simon Beaudry (guitar, 
vocals) is the newest 
member. He grew 

up surrounded by 
traditional music. Both his 


grandfathers are well known 


Quebec musicians and 
his brother Eric performs 
with La Bottine Souriante.

Australia 


After more than 10 years, 
five albums and thousands 
of gigs, the Western Aussie 
trio The Waifs made up 
of sisters Donna (vocals, 
guitar) and Vikki (vocals, 
harmonica, guitar) Simpson 
and Josh Cunningham 
(guitar, vocals), continue 
to carve their own unique 
career path. 


Their music is a fine blend 
of folk and contemporary 
pop highlighted by the 
band’s impressive harmonic 
talents, clever and honest 
lyrics and a winning, 
natural charm. At their 
debut at folk fest in 2001, 
the then-unknown Waifs 
just about took over the 
festival, winning over new 
legions of fans and selling 
thousands of CDs. 


Originally covering 

Bob Dylan tunes in and 
around bars in their native 
Australia, the Simpson 
sisters were known as 
Colours before they hooked 
up with Josh Cunningham 
in 1992, and changed their 
name to The Waifs the 
next year.

It’s been eight riotous years 
since a tap-dancing charmer 
named Hawksley Workman 
cut his chops with a little 
gem called For Him and the 
Gals. 


Since then, this darling 

of audiences and media 
has toured relentlessly, 
delivered spirited live shows 
with superstars like David 
Bowie and The Cure; lived 
as a bohemian in Paris for 
a year, and, somewhere in 
between, recorded a pair 
of stunners: (Last Night We 
Were) The Delicious Wolves

A talented songwriter and 
multi-instrumentalist with 
a voice that soars like a 
songbird and swaggers like 
a sailor, Hawksley performs 
like a man possessed.

Look through these pages to 
see just how many volunteers 
there are and what they do. 
Volunteers manage and 

carry out all aspects of the 
festival. They are responsible 
for building the site, mixing 
sound at side stages, picking 
up garbage, providing security 
and selling plates. Volunteers 
serve on the board and various 
committees, coordinate the 

42 crews that deliver all of the 
festival services, and contribute 
many extra hours to events and 
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projects throughout the year. 


Over 150 crew coordinators 
plan their crew’s efforts and see 
through on delivery. With their 
dedication, we continue to enjoy 
the well organized festival that 
our patrons and performers 
have come to expect. 


This year we have a record 
number of youth volunteers 
working on a variety of crews. I 
am always delighted to see them 
move into positions of increased 
responsibility. 


Finally, we acknowledge the 
contribution of volunteers who 
have passed away since the last 
festival. They are fondly 
remembered.

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View from the hill 


It is hard to believe that this 

is the 18th festival that I have 
worked on in Edmonton. 
During this time our festival 
has gone from survival mode 
to one that is thriving on many 
fronts, with consistently strong 
artistic lineups and advance 
sellouts, great sound quality 
and excellent production 
values, leading policies in the 
access and enviromental areas 
to low ticket prices. I could go 
on (and frequently do) but I 
think you get the picture. We 
are in very good shape. 


To continue along this path we 
have started an Endowment 
Fund. The festival invested 
$50,000 from our surplus 
funds to kick-start the fund 
and the government of 
Canada contributed $37,250 
in a matching grant. With 
inflation nipping at our heels 
and a boom economy when 
itis harder to get deals, our 
Endowment Fund will be 
crucial in the years to come. 


So, what has been happening 
behind the scenes? Well, 

we have completed our 
electrical upgrade, bought a 
new dishwasher for $17,000, 
purchased some new tents, 
upgraded our insurance 

and survived a flood in the 
basement of the office. We have 
also moved back into concert 
promotion with recent Wilco 
and Ani DiFranco shows and 
upcoming shows with John 
Prine on Sept. 24, Johnny Clegg 
next January, the Arrogant 
Worms in February, and Arlo 
Guthrie, all at The Winspear. 


Another not to be missed event 
is the second annual Canadian 
Folk Music Awards at The 

Myer Horowitz Theatre on 
Sunday December 10th. I had 
the pleasure of attending the 


inaugural event in Ottawa last 
December and it was a great 
night for Canadian folk music. 
Confirmed for the show so far 
are Maria Dunn, Lynn Miles 
and Alpha Yaya Diallo, with 
many more to come. 


On a personal note, I have had 
the great pleasure of serving 
on the board of Edzimkulu. 
This organization works 

with orphans of AIDS in the 
village of Ndawana in South 
Africa. If you are a regular 
listener of CKUA, it is the 
village where Lark Clark spent 
time as a volunteer, and the 
Ed in Edzimkulu stands for 
Edmonton. This year we are 
honoured to host Jim and Chris 
Newton, the twin driving forces 
behind this organization. Iam 
in awe of what Jim and Chris 
have achieved in 3 years there. 
We are also hosting three 
members of the community 

of Ndawana and you can 

hear them sing with Juba on 
Friday night, just before The 
Neville Brothers. For more 
information, log on to www. 
edzimkulu.org 


We are also playing host to Jowi 
Taylor and his Six String Nation 





Juba with visitors from Ndawana 
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Project. It is a guitar built from 
64 pieces of Canadian history 
and various communities by 
master luthier George Rizsani. 
The guitar top is made from 
the Golden Spruce of Haida- 
Gwaii, the back and sides 

from Louis Riel’s school and it 
includes material from Pierre 
Trudeau’s canoe paddle, 
Maurice Richard’s Stanley Cup 
Ring from 1956, The Bluenose 
2 and a piece from Wayne 
Gretzky’s favourite hockey stick. 
It also sounds great, so check it 
out this weekend. Bill Bourne 
will use the guitar for Four 
Strong Winds, and you might 
even shed a few tears over this 
piece of work. 


On a final note I want to talk 
about the workshop/sessions 
[“wessions” to the staff] Sadly, 
these sessions are fading away 
at many folk festivals around 
the world, but happily, not 

in Canada. I welcome your
